3. Bids less than 60% of the estimate will not be accepted. 
4. We reserve the right to withdraw any lot prior to sale. 


5. All successful bidders shall be billed for postage, handling and 
insurance. 


6. We cannot be responsible for the loss of any merchandise 
shipped outside the United States. 


7. All framed items are shipped at the purchaser’s risk. 


8. SMYTHE reserves the right to reject any bids not made in good 
faith and further reserves the right to ban any bidder from 
participation in its sales for any reason deemed appropriate at our 
sole discretion. 


9. A SMYTHE auction bidder expressly waives any claim or right to any 
accounting, damages or compensation arising out of SMYTHE’S failure 
to receive or execute any bid due to exclusion from our sales, clerical 
errors or other causes. No bids will be accepted from any person who 
has not signed a registration form or a bidder sheet. 


10. United States coins and currency will not, in conformity with law, be 
opened at less than face value. 


11. No “buy” or “unlimited” bids will be accepted. We will act as agents 
for all mail bidders in the sale. Mail bids below the low estimate will not 
be reduced. Mail bids will be opened at the next interval over the second 
highest bid except where the intrinsic or regular market worth of the item 
dictates an opening at its fair market value. Floor bidding intervals will 
have an average increment of about 5% at the discretion of the 
auctioneer. “Cut” bids (bids at less than the regular bidding intervals) will 
be accepted, but they must be no less than half of the regular interval 
over the previous bid.

In addition, a manilla 2” x 2” envelope 
with the typewritten “P.P.I.E.” followed by the 
denomination and “Number Seventy (70)” 
accompanies each letter. The documentation 
concludes with the San Francisco Mint’s 
promotional photograph (with issue prices) a 
flyer from the Mint’s “Coin and Medal 
Department” plus other bills and items of later 
private sales. The concluding documentation 
will be sold as a separate lot, after the coins. 


The set consists of: 


1) Half Dollar. Designed by Charles E. 
Barber. Columbia on obverse, eagle on 
reverse. 60,030 pieces were originally struck 
of which 27,134 remained after remelting the 
unsold coins. The selling price was $1 each. 


2) One Dollar Gold. Designed by Charles 
Keck. Head of a Panama Canal laborer on 
obverse, dolphins on reverse. 25,034 were 
struck of which 15,000 remained after 
remelting. They were sold at $2.25 per coin. 


3) Two and One-Half Dollar Gold. 
Designed by Charles E. Barber and George 
T. Morgan. Obverse with Columbia holding 
caduceus, atop mythological beast (half 
horse, half dolphin), eagle on reverse. 
10,107 were struck and 6,749 remained after 
remelting. They were offered at $4 each. 


4) Fifty Dollar Gold (Round). Designed by 
Robert Aitken. Minerva on obverse, reverse 
with Owl amongst pine cones. 1,510 were 
struck of which only 483 remained for 
distribution after the remelting. They sold for 
$100 each. 
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5) Fifty Dollar Gold (Octagonal). Same 
designer as above. Smaller motifs, and with 
the outer designs on each side showing eight 
dolphins swimming. 1,509 were struck of 
which only 645 survived after the remelting. 


These huge (83.60 grams, .900 fine) 
coins were only the second issues struck by 
the U.S. Mint with Roman Numerals, the 1907 
$20 being the first. The complete set of five 
pieces was offered for $200. The buyer had 
his choice if he so desired, of two container 
styles, as quoted from U.S. Mint literature “. . . 
In Special Display Case. Hammered Metal 
Frame with Velvet Tray under Glass” and “. . . 
Fine Leather Presentation case .. .” 


This set is documented as “. . . No 70 of 
the first issue of gold coins .. .” Of interest to 
the collector may be the observation made in 
“Silver and Gold Commemorative Coins” by 
Swiatek and Breen which states that the first 
100 Octagonal $50 were struck on June 15th, 


1915. The remaining $50 were struck later 
on in June, as well as July and August of that 
year. The dies for the $50 Round apparently 
broke during the 63rd strike and “Coinage 
had to be delayed until more dies arrived from 
Philadelphia.” With 62 “healthy” $50 rounds 
issued, number 63 would actually be Number 
1 (from the new dies) and Number 70 would 
be Number 8. Since the Treasury 
Department letters predate the issuance of 
the Octagonal $50 gold piece by eighteen 
days and the round $50 gold piece by 
possibly a month or so, it is obvious that 
orders were not filled on the spot but held for 
a length of time by Farran Zerbe, Head of the 
Exposition’s Coin and Medal Department until 
the coins were made available. 


One further observation - the reason for 
virtually all of the remelting was a lack of 
demand for these coins. The same cannot be 
said today.
